THE delay which has taken place in the 
publication of this Report calls for a short expla^ 
nation of the causes which have prevented its 
earlier appearance, and perhaps for some apology 
to the Members of the African Institution. It 
has in part arisen from the great variety of 
interesting matters, connected with the objects of 
the histitution, which have for some time engaged 
the attention of the Directors; but principally 

^ from the active and continued exertions which the 
Institution was called upon to make, in the course 

. of the various public proceedings which have lately 
taken place relative to the Article on the subject 
cf the Slave Trade contained in the D^nitive 
Treaty with France. 

These proceedings are, in every point of, view, 
so important, and of such immediate interest to all 
the supporters of this Institution, that it has been

deemed expedient^ in the present instance^ to 
deviate from the usual course^ and to insert in 
the Appendix'^ a short statement of the trans^ 
actions alluded to, although posterior in time t& 
the date of the Report.

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In the discharge of their annual duty to the 
General Meeting, the Directors must again com- 
mence their Report by an account of the present 
state of the Slave Trade on the Western Coast 
of Africa. Persuaded as they always have been,,^ 
and, if possible, now more and more* convinced, 
that the continuance of this inhuman traffic must 
greatly impede, if not absolutely frustrate, all the 
great objects of the Institution, the Directors have^ 
in this, as in former years, applied their main, 
efforts tow£U*ds its total abolition. The speedy 
^termination of an evil so long continued, and so 
deeply rooted, although it has for some years been, 
abolished by the British Le^lature, could not 
perhaps reasonably be expected ; more particularly 
when it is considered, that but few of the Govern-, 
i^ents of other countries have, as yet, concurred 
with us in this great measure of humanity, justice,: 
fi^d policy. It will not, therefore, surprise ^the 



General Meeting to be informed^ that^ notwith- 
standing all the efforts which have been made for 
the suppression of this execrable traffic, a very 
considerable Slave Trade, carried on under the 
Portuguese flag, still exists on the Western Coast 
of Africa. 

This trade has been partially restrained by the 
vigilance of our cruizers; but their exertions in 
this line of service have been materially impeded 
by the uncertainty which still prevails respecting 
the real import of that Article in the Treaty with 
Portugal, which stipulates for the limitation of the 
Portuguese Slave Trade to places on the Coast of 
Africa actually under the dominion of the Crown 
cf Portugal. A number of appeals from the 
sentence of the Vice-Admiralty Court of Sierra 
Leone, involving this momentous question, are 
now before the Lords of Appeal; and on their 
decision it will in a great measure depend whether 
the Portuguese Slave Trade shall henceforth be 
confined within the narrow limits of their own 
African Settlements; or whether it shall again 
spread its fearful ravages, without restraint, along 
the whole range of the African Coast. In the 
mean time, the exertions of British Naval Officers 
on that station have not been relaxed. Those of 
the Hon. Capt. Irby, of the Amelia, are well 
known to the Members of this Institution. Capt 
Scobell, of the Thais, has also been very «cthra 



9tnd strenuous in endeavouring to put an end to 
the Slave Trade on the African Coast. He was 
stationed there during the greater part of the last 
year^ and, besides capturing several Slave Ships^ 
ia June last he destroyed a Slave Factory at Cape 
Mesurado, belonging to British subjects, and res- 
cued upwards of Q30 human beings from slavery. 
This factory was attacked by a detachment of 
the crew of the Thais : the factors resisted, and 
killed one of the crew ; and another was drowned, 
when advancing to the assault. The proprietors, 
however, of this establishment, John Bostock and 
Tiiomas M'Quin, men of considerable property, 
were taken, and carried to Sierra Leone; and 
having been there tried and convicted, on their owa 
confession, under the Slave-Trade Felony Act^ 
were respectively sentenced to transportation for 
fourteen years. They have since been brought to 
England in the Thais, in order to be conveyed 
to Botany Bay, and are now on board the Hulks* 
Captain Maxwell, of the .Favourite, who sucr 
,ceeded Captain Irby as Commodore upon the 
African station, has contributed his full share to 
the suppression of the traffic in Slaves. He bait 
recently returned to England, and has reported to 
Government, that in November last be proceeded 
up the Rio Pongas, for the purpose of rooting out 
the Slave traders in that river, some of whom were 
Americans,, and others jpiritish subjects. H» 
succeeded in d^stroying^ several Slave Factories,, 



|[nd spiked a number of cannon. The traders af^jer* 
wards retreated into a strong fort near the head of 
tiie river, where they could not easily be attacked 
by a naval force, and there bade defiance to Capt. 
Maxwell and his crew. This flagrant outrage 
upon the laws of England will doubtless engage the 
immediate attention of his Majesty's Government, 
and, the Directors trust, will meet ere long with the 
punishment which it deserves. Captain Maxwell 
has likewise captured four Slave Ships*. 

The Board has also directed its attention to the 
Indian Seas. Mr. Farquhar, the Governor of the 
Isles of France and Bourbon, has conveyed to the 
Directors strong assurances of his desire to afford 
every assistance in his power in forwarding the 
purposes of the Institution within the range of his 
government. Notwithstanding these encouraging 
assurances, it has however recently been discovered 
that a considerable Slave Trade is still carried on to 
these Islands ; — a circumstance to which the Board 
have not failed to direct their attention. 

The high price of Slaves at the Cape of Good 
Hope (in some instances stated to be from 300/. to 
600/. sterling per head), there is reason to believe, 
has proved a great temptation to smuggle them into 
that colony. A Portuguese vessel, which had come

itbidier with that design, was some time ago seized 
with 300 slaves on board, chiefly boys and girls. 
The whole were liberated, and apprenticed for a 
limited period ; and the Directors are well assured 
that Sir John Cradock, then Governor of that 
colony, not only took the most prompt and 
vigorous measures for the total prevention of the 
Slave Trade in that quarter, but also evinced a 
most honourable solicitude for the melioration of 
the state of slavery under his government. 

The Directors have also to state to the Meetings 
that they received authentic information, on which 
they proceeded to act, that Slaves continued to be 
imported into the islandof Java subsequently to its 
surrender to his Majesty; but they have since 
learnt, that measures, which they trust will prove 
effectual, have been taken to prevent any further 
yiolation of the Abolition Laws in that island. 

Before they quit this part of their Report, the 
Directors think it proper to state, that since the 
last General Meeting the Abolition Act has been 
amended, by extending the period allowed for tbci 
institution of prosecutions under it from one to 
three years. ; 

The Directors have not failed, during the past 
year, to represent to his Majesty's Government the 
increased importance of entirely excluding the Slave 
Trade from the island of Bissao, or of procure 
ing the cession of that island to the British Crown; 
4pd of obtaining ivom the Portuguese Qoyenmient 
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& definition of the limits within which the Slave 
Trade may legally be carried on by their subjects 
on tlie Coast of Africa, more clear than that which 
Ib contained in the Treaty of Amit^^ between this 
country and Portugal. They have been assured 
that Ministers have continued to press these points 
iipon the immediate attention of theCourt of Brazil; 
but the Board regret to add^ that hitherto no 
account has been received of their having been 
properly adjusted. Until this shall be done, it 
cannot be concealed, that, with aU'the able and 
praise-worthy exertions of British commanders and 
British seamen, the Slave Trade will continue to 
b0 cacried on to an enormous extent, and in a 
ni0^ Ihost grievous and oppressive to the unhappy 
^kdm^: of it. 

The IHrectors are happy to state, that, so 
long ago as in the month of May last, instruc- 
tioDs were issued by Government to the cruisers 
te^ the Coast of Africa, respecting the detention> 
under the provisions of the Tenth Article of the 
Treaty above refJerred to, of Portuguese ships 
i^ployed in carrying Slaves from the Coast j 
and that these Instructions* substantially accord 
witb tbe construction which the Directors formerly 
fentured' to put upon this Article. 

The Board had the pleasure of announcing to the 
fast General Meetmg, tbe abolition of the Slave

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Trade by the Government of Buenos Ayres ; and 
that they had reason to believe that the Government 
of Chili, another very extensive and important 
Spanish province in South America, had followed 
this noble example. Intelligence, which may be 
considered as official, has since been received, con-^ 
finkiing this im][)ortant fact*. It affords the Di-^ 
rectors sincere gratification to be enabled to add J 
that in the Treaty lately concluded between this^i 
country and Denmark (as in that concluded last^ 
year with Sweden f) an Article has bei^q inserted^ 
engaging the latter Government to do all inits^ 
power to abolish the Slave Trade. 

It is painful to communicate to the Meeting, 
that there is too much reason for believing that a 
considerable traffic in Slaves still exists on tbei 
North Coast of Africa ; whither, it would seem, 
that considerable numbers are brought for sale 
from the interior, and thence exported cbiefly to 
the islancfe, and the opposite continent of Europe. ' 
It appecurs, too^ that in Tunis and Tripolj^, and the 
towns of Egypt; there are regular Sl,ave paarkets,.. 
where men, Women, and children are i^ld at very 
low prices. 

Deeply impressed with the importcmce of pro- 
curing the formal renunciation of the Slave Trade

took tile earliest opportunity, after the late change

Europe* While the war continues, it is a noatter 
of no moment whether the Slave Trade is aboUfiH?4 
by France ; but it is obvious, that, if a general 
peMe should telive the nuerchants of th^il cpun^xy 
altiberfy to renew their foroier traftp ia. tl^k* 
leUow^creiltures, litj^e cojtnpaj^atively will b^v^ 
bfe^i achieved for Afr^ by aU the geaer^ti^

It ianow time to advert to; the state of the Slaves 
and' Coloured Population ih the West ladies. 
The Board, have still to lanoent the continuance 
of flagrant abuses in several of the West-India 
Islands. 
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Tbey have long been impressed with the ex- 
treoie importance of this subject: and the means 
of removing the great evils still existing in the 
West-Indian system, and meliorating the condition 
of those unhappy beings who are now suffering 
under its weight, have long been under their 
anxious consideration. To all those who under^ 
stand the subject, the difficulties with which every 
part of it is attended will be abundantly manifest. 
The Directors, however, trust, that even during 
the present session the attention of Parliamait 
will be drawn to measures, tending ultimately to 
ameliorate the state of the Black and Coloured 
* Population of the West-India Islands. 
^ Towards the close of the last session, an able 
land active Member of their Board * moved the 
]House of Commons for copies of all the Laws 
BOW in force in the different West- India Colonies 
belonging to Great Britain. To this motion the 
House assented ; and these documents, which may 
soon be expected to be laid on its table, will 
doubtless materially tend to the elucidation of 
West- Indian policy, and assist in its improvement 
Much valuable information has also been ob- 
tained, during the last year, respecting the state of 
the Slaves in the different islands, which will tend 
essentially to promote the same object

The case of John George Whistpn, so beDevor 
lently restored to freedom by Mr. Keane, of St. 
Vincents, was stated to the last General Meejk^ 
ing^. The Directors have now to communicate^^ 
that he continues to enjoy bis freedom ; and that 
they have taken measures for reimbursing to Mr. 
Keane the sum which, since the last General 
Meeting, he has been obliged to pay for delivering 
this young man from the state of perpetual bond^ 
age to which he had been reduced. i 

The Directors are happy to inform the Meeting 
that the Order in Council for the registration of ih^ 
Slaves in the island of Trinidad has at length been 
carried into complete effect. A number of facts^ 
connected with the progress and accpmplisbmei^t 
of this measure, have come to the knqwledg^. of 
the Board, which abundantly prove the necessity 
and policy of adopting a Renter of the Slaves ii) 
all tour Colonies ;r— a measure which they aremqi'q 
and morc persuaded would prove the most Cjffi^ 
cacious that could be adopted . for preventing thQ 
illegal importation of Slaves, into tbps^ colonies. 

It may now be proper> to call the ^^eiptioa^Cif 
the Meeting to the continent of Africa. 

The dadng outrages committed by some British 
Slave Traders at Cape Mesurado and in the ^o 
Pongas have been already mentioned; wA thc^

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ftiArmiiig increase of the Slave Trade under the 
Portuguese Fla^ which may fiurly be appre* 
bended unless the restrictions which weie under<^ 
stood to be in^sed upon it by the Treaty with 
this country shall he authoratively and vigo- 
rously eqfiorced, has also been adverted to. 

It is a fiivourable circumstance^ however, that, 
according to intelligence received from Miyor 
Ghishol» of Gocee, the inhabitants of ^beaJL island 
and its Deighboorhood were beginnkig to reBa. 
q9ish the trade ia Slaves, in consequence of the 
fim and active measures which have been adopted 
for its n^resston ; and that few, if any, Slaves 
have been taken away, from that part of the Coaal 
for a considerable time. 

At Sierra Leone, Governor' MaxweU has coiw 
tinued bis strenuoqs and unremitting efforts for 
the suppression of the Slave Trade in the npi^^ 
boorliood of thatf colony ; but it is ta be lamented^ 
that lliose efforts have not been crowiyedi with all 
tiie suecess irhioh mif^ have been expectec^ 
owmg^ ia some meamire, to the want of an ude^ 
qnate^ fMfA foroe regblarly employed oa that 
station! 

This circumstance has been respectfoUy repre* 
seated* to his MajestyV Government, and there 
is reason to b^ve tbat^ the defect will, i^ie^dily 
be supplied. 

The Meetii^ i^iUiaecoUectt that Joseph Peters^ 
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it ifrbite, and Willtam Tuft, a black man, wete 
tried 4t Sierra Leoae, milder the Slaye-Trade Fe- 
lony Act, in the year l€19» for dealing in Slaves^. 
They were b6ih found guilty : the former iMi 
aentinced to seven y^rs' transportation, and the 
faiJtter to threie years' hard labour in the public 
wofks at Sierra Leone* 

<3roveraor Maxwell has permitted Tuft to cooh 
jDUte his punishment by eidisting into &e African 
Corps for life. Peters remained in prison notil 
the begiaoittg of Mareh ki$t^ when^ the Goveraoir, 
coimeivii^ fbe ends of justice i to ha^e been an* 
swered, was induced to pardon hinii «b oondition 
of his leaving Africa for even 

The Directors cannot state 1)d^tiie Meeting wil^ 
outr^et, that, on account of Home unpleasant 
aDfstHiderrttmding respectmg the Mititia Law in 
the oolony of Sierra Lecme, &aay of ^ Maroon 
were^ for a tinie, induced (o-wiithdcaw themselves 
-from that settibment; ibut it is now statcfdi bf 
<SoiveBDor Maxwell^ that^ snibst - of &em have m» 
tmmedto the od«9ny> and^regaseied thrpoaseasioD 
tifttbeirqpnroperty, and the reM^were ea^fM^ded SQcn 
/tofotHow. 

. The cbptore^tiie (Rambler, abii' Ameriom filiive- 
trader, by the Thais, Captain Scobell, pul into 
ttehancfe of CsrorveraMr Maxnvdtt a oMaiafa^ of 
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Attfericfin' prlsOders, some of whom he trusts that 
fa^ shall be able to^ render useful to the Coloiiy. 
Through their assistances' be expected, among other 
things, to erect ' a saw-mill to go by water ; and,' 
perhaps^ a mill for cleaning rice. Both of these, 
and particularly the latter, are calculated to b^ 
highly beneficial to the Colony. Governor Max^ 
Well states, that all the Natives in the neighbour- 
hood of'Sieita Leone were busily employed in 
cisltivating rice, which, he says, might be grown 
in almost any quantity f and, as the white rice of 
Africa is of the best quality, he thinks that^ if 
eletoing mills were erected at Sierra Leone; 
African rice might soon be expected to enter the 
^r^tket in competition with rice from India, or 
even from Carolina. " 

The Directors have to state to the General 
Meeting, that the coins made from the coppers of 
vessels condemned for Slave trading transmitted 
to this country by Governor Maxwell, are pre- 
paring to be i^nt to Sierra Leone. They exhibit 
appropriijite devices, and inscriptions in Arabic; 
«nd it is hoped that their distribution amongst the 
native Africans may not be without its use in 
prombting the still further abolition of the Slave 
'Trade. 

■ The disposal of the N^oes captured on board 
vessels employed in that trafHc, and condemned 
as prize to his Majesty, in order to &eir liberation^ 
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2S a subject ivhich continues to occupy the anxioui 
attention of the Directors.. Perhaps no circum* 
stance, which has come under their consideration 
since the first establishment of the Institution, is 
encumbered with greats difficulties. They hope/ 
however^ that a mode of removing, or at least ob« 
viating, the principal of these difficulties, may be 
adopted. 

At Sierra Leone, Governor Maxwell has em- 
ployed several captured boys in learning the 
trades of Carpenters, Masons, Shoemakers, and 
Tailors : thus qualifying them to be useful to the 
Colony. 

A numerous. Committee was appointed some 
months since, by the Board, to obtain accurate 
information of the state of the Black Settlers in 
the Colony of Sierra Leone, to excite as much as 
possible a spirit of industry among them/ and to 
promote such measures as may tend to improve 
their moral habits, and render them a good ex- 
ample to the surrounding Natives. — This Com- 
mittee was requested to make the inquiries neces- 
sary to those ends ; and, further, to attend to those 
objects which are particularly specified at page 4 
of the First Report of the Institution, and also to 
consider of the best methods of promoting the 
instruction, of the native youth in the Colony of 
3ierra Leone. — The Committee lost no time in 



entering upon the business entrusted to ^imn, and 
made a full Report to the Board. 

The Directors have t» state^ that one re** 
commendation of this Committee, which was 
to allow the privileges of British Registry to 
vessels condemned for trading in Slaves, hag been, 
so promptly complied with, that a Bill to this 
effect has been already drawn, and will be brought 
into Parliament immediately *. 

They have still to lament, that the continuance 
of thewar with America prevents their acceptance 
of the services of Captain Paul Cutfee, which, if 
they could be made available, the Directors are 
firmly persuaded would be of the greatest impor- 
tance to the comfort and improvement of the 
Settlement of Sierra Leone. 

Should the war still unfortunately continue, 
they are not without the hope of some mode bemg 
adopted, which may permit him to trade to that 
Colony without the risk of capture. 

The Directors stated last yearf, that they had 
awarded a premium of Fifty Guineas to Mr. Smitb» 
for the cultivation of Coffee at Sierra I<eone. 
They have since adjudged a piece of Plate of 
similar value to Messrs. Macaulay and BabingtoUi

" for having imported into this country the largest 
quantity^ not less than ten tons> of white Rice, 
the produce of the Western Coast of Africa, in 
a clean and marketable state/' in compliance with 
the offer made by the Institution in the Adver- 
jtisem^nt to their Second Report 

Since the last General Meeting, the Directors 
have been deprived, by death, of the. assistance and 
services of their venerable co-adjutor, Mr. Gran- 
ville Sharp. As a mark of the high esteem and 
respect, which were entertained by the Board for 
one who not only had been an active and un- 
wearied Director of this Institution, from the time 
of its first establishment almost to the close of 
his long and well-spent life, but also one of the 
earliest and most able instruments (under Pro- 
vidence) in promoting the abolition of the Slave 
Trade, the Board deputed two of the Vice-Presi* 
dents and three of the Directors to represent them 
at his funeral, whieh was also attended by some 
other distinguished Members of the Institution. 
. Not conceiving that they should acquit them- 
jjelves of the debt of gratitude due to Mr. Sharp, 
for his assiduous and unceasing efforts in the cause 
of the abolition, by this measure alone, they are 
desirous to pay a more permanent tribute of re- 
iipect to his memory, and, for that purpose, have 
, it in contemplation to erect a Monument in West- 
minster Abbey, which shall record hi^ eminent 
services in th^ cause of humanity. 
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The Directors have now the satisfaction of 
communicating to the General Meeting the fa- 
vourable result of their proceedings respecting 
the publication of the Journals of Air. Mungo 
Park and Isaaco, for the benefit of the v idow 
and family of the former. Thc^ have greatly re- 
gretted the unforeseen and unavoidable circum- 
stances which have so long disappointed the 
public expectation respecting these valuable do- 
cuments. 

Mr. Murray, of Albemarle Street, is about 
forthwith to publish these interesting travels ; and, 
through his liberality, the Directors are happy to 
to observe, that they shall be enabled to procure 
for the family of ^r. Park a sum exceeding what 
they had allowed themselves to expect. They 
trust, however, that the interest which this publi- 
cation must excite in the minds of all, and more 
particularly of the Members of this Institution, 
will amply compensate to Mr. Murray his libe* 
rality in this transaction. 

They must not omit the mention of the ser- 
vices rendered to the Institution by Mr. filanco 
White, a native of Spain, who has long held the 
Slave Trade in abhorrence. Believing his coun- 
trymen to be wholly unacquainted with the real 
nature of this nefarious traffic, he offered to en- 
deavour to enlighten them, by translating into the 
^Spanish Language such parts of Mr. Wilberforce's 
J^^tter upon the 31ave Trad^ as inigbt seem ^^ 
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plicable to the circumstances of Spain arid her 
Colonies. 

This handsome offer the Directors most willing- 
ly accepted; but in the progress of his undertaking, 
Mr. White soon found the circumstances of Great 
Britain and Spain so different, that, in order to 
render the work serviceable to the great cause of 
the Abolition in the latter country, it became 
necessary to alter it very considerably— indeed, 
almpst to compose a new work. 

Taking therefore Mr. Wil berforce's book for 
his guide, he has prepared an Essay on the subject 
adapted to the circumstances of Spain and her 
Colonies. The work will be published in a short 
time ; and it is the intention of the Board to 
distribute a large number of copies throughout 
Spain, particularly artiongst the members of the 
Administration and the Clergy : and they are not 
entirely without hope that it may have some effect 
towards inducing the Spanish Government to 
follow up the Resolution, formerly adopted by the 
Cortes, for the abolition of the Slave Trade by 
Spain ; — a Resolution which, there is reason to 
believe, would long ago have bten acted upon, had 
it not been for the interested and powerful opposi- 
tion of the Deputies from the Havanna. 

It is but justice to add, that Mr. White engaged 
in this laborious undertaking with great inconve- 
mence to himself^ and from the most disinterested 
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liiotives. The Directors, however, could not con- 
sent to accept his services without making him 
some compensation. 

They will take this opportunity of mentioning^ 
that a work by Dr. Dickson, which has for its 
object the improvement of the state of the Slaves 
in the West Indies, is likely to be published very 
shortly. 

Dr. Roxburgh, of Calcutta, to whom the 
Directors have so frequently had occasion to ex- 
press their thanks, has again obliged the Insti- 
tution, by sending to them a chest of the most 
useful growing plants, and a few seeds of the best 
East India timber trees. The seeds were all 
^^fely received; and a considerable portion of 
the plants arrived alive, and continue in a promis- 
ing state. The latter have, through the kind 
interference of Sir Joseph Banks, been placed in 
the Royal Gardens at Kcw, under the care of Mr. 
Aiton, his Majesty's gardener there; who has very 
obligingly undertaken to give them his attention 
till they can properly and safely be sent to Africa, 
and to prepare them for a sea-voyage and their 
ulterior destination. 

The Directors must request the indulgence of 
the Meeting, whilst they state the following interest- 
ing circumstances, relative to a legacy left to the 
Institution by a black man, of the name of James 
Martin, whp died at Clifton, near Bristol, in Sep* 
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tember laat. Tbey weve eommunicftted by bb 
executor, tiie Rev. Jotm Greig of Worcester^ a 
member of this Institution. 

Martin informed Mr. Greig,. tibat be recollected 
IVring very happily with his fotber and molber^ 
brothers and sisters^ in a onall town in Afiicar; 
---*l;hat one night a great number of people eame 
from a distance, and suiipfised and set £re to tbe 
town ; — that he believed many of the inhabitaota 
were taken away prisoners; and that be (be^ig 
young) was carried upon a man's shoulderSi for 
several days together, to the searcoast, where bm 
was put on board a ship, taken to the West 
Indies, and scdd to a Planter y. — apd that^ from: the 
time he was carried off from his native fowoi be 
never saw any of his relations, nor knew what btf 
came oi thenu In tbe West Indies he was aAer^ 
wards purchased by a British Officer^ and was 
brought by him to England. 

Mr. Greig understanding that Martin kept some 
money, which he had saved from his wafea aa a 
jBervant, in an insecure place, advised him to invest 
it in the public funds ; and^ as he had no relations 
in this country to claim the property after fas 
death, in case of his dying intestate, Mr. Gre% 
suggested to him the propriety of making a will, 
and, after explaining to him the nature of the 
African Institution, advised him to leave his little 
property to tliis Society. He said he' would 
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consider of it ; iatid soon after inquired of Mr. 
Greig, whether there was any Society for building 
churches in Africa. Upon being told of the 
Church Missicfnary Society for Africa and the 
East, he said he should like to leave his money 
equally between that Society and the African 
Institution. His Mali was drawn and executed 
accordingly, and his bequest has since been 
received. 

The Directors feel pleasure in informing the 
Meeting,' that the two African youths, who were 
stated, in a former Report*, to have been placed, 
through the liberality of the Committee of the 
Institution for promoting the British System of 
Education, in the Royal Free School in the Bo-r 
rough Road, will shortly be qualified to go out to 
Sierra Leone as Schoolmasters ; and that two 
Others, who' have sinte been placed at the same 
school, have made as much progress as could 
leasonably^have been expected for th^ time during 
which they have been there. 

It only remains for the Directors to lay before 
the JVleeting the state of the funds of the Institur 
tion, together with an account of the Receipts at^di 
disbursements during the pa^t year.

An Account of the Proceedings adopted by the 
Institution for obtaining the Concurrence of 
all the great Powers of Europe in the total 
Abolition of the Slave Trade. 

Shortly after the General Meeting of the Subscribers to 
the Institution, at which the preceding Report was read^ 
the attention of the Directors was called to the different 
negociations then pending on the Continent of Europe; and 
deeming it of great importance that the sense of Parliament* 
which was known to be favourable to the Abolition, should 
be expressed at so momentous a juncture, and also that the 
British Negociator should be specially instructed to exert 
the whole influence of this Kingdom in endeavouring to 
procure a general Convention of all the Powers of Europe,^ 
for the total Abolition of the Slave Trade, the Board re- 
quested two of their Members to move for an Address to 
the Prince Regent, in e^iich House of Parliament, in fur- 
therance of this great object. The following Address was 
accordingly m6ved ii^ the House of Commons by Mr. Wil* 
)>erforce, on the dd of May last. 

ADDRESS. 

** Relying with perfect confidence on the solemn assur- 
ances received by Parliament in 1806 and 1810, that his 
Majesty's Government would employ every proper m&ns 
to obtain a convention of the Powers of Europe for tbe im- 
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mediate and universal Abolition of the African Slave Trade, 
we most Lumbly and earnestly represent to your Royal High- 
ness, that the happy and glorious events which promise the 
general pacification of Christendom, the present union and 
assembly of its greatest Sovereigns, and the great and 
generous principles which they proclaim as the rule of their 
conduct, afford a most auspicious opportunity for interpos- 
ing the good offices of Great Britain to accomplish the 
above noble purpose, with the weight which belongs to her 
rank among nations, to the services which she has rendered 
to European independence, and to the unanimous and 
zealous concurrence of her Parliament and People. 

** We feel ourselves authorized by our own Abolition of 
this Trade, of the guilty profits of which we enjoyed the 
largest share; by the fellowship of civilization, of religion, 
and even of common humanity ; to implore the other mem- 
bers of the commonwealth of Europe, to signalize the 
j'estoration of its t)rder and security by the prohibition of 
this detestable commerce-^the common stain of the Chris- 
tian name — a system of crimes, by which the civilized pro- 
fessors of a beneficent religion spread desolation and per- 
petuate barbarism among helpless savages, whom they are 
bound by the most sacred obligations of duty to protect, to 
instruct, and to reclaim. 

** We humbly represent to your Royal Highness, that the 
high rank which this kingdom holds among maridofl^nd 
colonial states imposes a very serious duty upon the Bri- 
tish Government at this important juncture. Unless we 
interpose with effect to procure a general Abolition, the 
practical result of the restoration of Peace will be to 
revive a traffic which we have prohibited as a crime ; to 
open the sea to swarms of piratical adventurers, who will 
renew and extend on the shores of Africa the scenes of car- 
nage and rapine in a great measure suspended by maritime 
hostilities; and. the Peace of Christendom will kindle a 
thousand ferocious wars among wretched tribes ignorant of 
t>ur quarrels and of our very name. 

** The nations who have owed the security of their na- 
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vigatiou to oar friendship, and whom we have been happy 
enough to aid in expelling their oppressors and maintaining 
their independence, cannot listen without respect to our 
voice raised in the cause of justice and humanity. Ataon^ 
the great states, till of late our enemies, maritime hostility 
has in fact abo^shed the trade for twenty years. No xik 
terest is engaged in it : and the legal permbsion tp carry it 
on, would practically be a new establishment of it after the 
complete developement of its horrors. 

** We humbly trust, that, in the moral order by which Di- 
vine Providence administers the government of the worlds 
this great act of atonement to Africa may contribute to con- 
solidate the safety and prolong the tranquillity of £urope ; — 
that nations may be taught a higher respect for justice and 
humanity by the example of their Sovereigns ; — and that a 
treaty sanctified by such disinterested and sacred stipula- 
tion may be more profoundly reverenced, and more reli- 
giously observed, than even the most equitable compacts for 
the regulation of power or the distribution of territory." 

This Address was seconded by the Chancellor of the £x- 
.chequer, and carried nemine contradicente ; and it is worthy 
jof remark, that it met with the decided support of two 
jof the Members for Liverpool and Bristol, places whence, 
it will be re^ollfcted* the most formidable and determined 
opposition to the AboUtion formerly arose. 

On the 5th of May Lord Grenvijile moved the following 
Address in the House of Lords: — 

^ We humbly represent to your Royal Highness, that we 
have seen with unspeakable satisfaction tlie beneficial and 
Jhappy ^consequences of the Law by which the African 
Slave Trade has been throughout all his Majesty's domi- 
nions for eve^ prohibited and abolished ; ^and that we rely 
with the fullest confidence on the gracious assurances which 
both his Majesty and your Royal Highness have conde- 
scended to give to us, of your endeavours to obtain from 
jQther Powers that co-operation which is still necessary for 
the completion of this great work. 

'' b well became Great Britain,, having partaken so 
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largely in the gn3t of this iDfaoman and nnchristtan traffie, 
to stand forward among the nations of Europe, and openly 
to proelaim its renunciation. This duty we have dis* 
charged. But our obligations do not cease here. The 
crimes countenanced by our example, and the calamities 
created or extended by our misconduct, continue to afflict 
an unoffending people. Other European nations still carry 
on this commerce, if commerce it can be called, in the 
olives and liberties of our fellow-creatures. By their intar-> 
vention, its clandestine continuance is encouraged and iacili- 
tated in our own dependencies. By the same cause, the 
desolation and barbarism of a whole continent are pr^ 
longed ; and, unless some timely prevention be applied, the 
returning tranquillity of Europe, the source of joy and ex- 
ultation to ourselves, will be the sera only of renewed and 
aggravated miseries to the wretched victims of an unprinci« 
pled and relentless avarice. 

" With all humility, therefore, but with the utmost 
earnestness, we supplicate your Royal Highness that the 
whole weight and influence of the British Crown may be 
exerted, in the approaching Negociations, to avert this 
dreadful evil. In the name of our country, and on the 
behalf of the interests of humanity, we entreat that the 
, immediate and total Abolition of the Slave Trade may be 
solicited from all the Sovereigns of Europe. No moment, we 
think, was ever yet so fiivourable for stipulating a joint and 
irrevocable renunciation of these barbarous practices, and 
for promulgating, by the assembled authority of the whole 
civiliaed world, a solemn declaration, that to carry away 
into slavery the inhabitants of unoffending countries is to 
violate the universal Law of Nations, founded, as that law 
must ever be, on the immutable principles of justice and 
religion.** 

*' It is on those sacred principles, the safeguards of all 
lawful government, the bulwarks of all national independ- 
ence, that we wish our proposal to be rested. On them we 
rely for its success ; recommended, as it will be, not by the 
exhortations only, but by the example of Great Britain, 
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and addressed to the Rulers of those states which have 
themselves so signally foaen rescued by Providence from' 
danger and destruction, from internal desolation and from 
subjection to a foreign yoke. On all, it must, we think, 
impress itself with equal force ; whether they be ranked 
among the deliverers or the delivered ; among those whom 
a merciless oppression had already overwhelmed, or amoiu^ 
those whose moderation and justice in success have add^ 
lustre even to the firmness of their resistance, and to the 
glory of their victories. 

*' No worthier thanks, we confidently believe, can be 
offered to Providence for past protection; on no better 
grounds can future blessings be solicited, than by the re- 
cognition and discharge of the great duties which we all 
•we alike to the rights, the liberty, and the happiness of 
our fellow- creatures." 

This Address, as well as that of the Commons, was car- 
ried nemine dissentiente, and to each the Prince Regent was 
pleased to give a most gracious and favourable answer. 

After this unanimous and decided expression of the sense 
of the British Parliament, the Directors were not a little 
disappointed to find, in the Definitive Treaty of Peace be* 
tween this Country and France, the following Article: — 

** His Most Christian Miyesty, concurring without re- 
serve in the sentiments of his Britannic Majesty, with 
respect to a description of traffic repugnant to the princi- 
ples of natural justice and of the enlightened age in which 
we live, engages to unite all his efforts to those of his 
Britannic Majesty, at the approaching Congress, to induce 
all the Powers of Christendom to decree the Abolition of 
fhe Slave Trade, so that the said trade shall cease univer- 
sally, as it shall cease definitively, under any circumstances^ 
on the part of the French Government, in the course of five 
years ; and that, during the said period, no slave merchants 
shall import or sell . slaves, except in the colonies of the 
state of which he is a subject.'' 

Under these discouraging circumstances, the. Board was 
fortbwilb specially coQveoed, for tbe purpose of eoosideriiig 
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wliat steps it would be most proper to take. After mature- 
consideration, it was deemed advisable that an Address ta 
the Prinde Regent should immediately be moved in each 
House of Parliament ; and, in consequence, Mr. Wiiberforce, 
on the 27th of June, / moved an Address in the House of 
Commons, expressing the great satisfaction of the House at 
the successful efforts made to induce Sweden, and more 
particularly Holland, to consent to the Abolition of the 
Slave Trade ; but, at the same time, expressing regret that 
France had not done the same, and suggesting the expedi« 
ency of attempting to gain some further concessions at the 
approaching Congress. This Address was unanimously 
agreed to, and the Prince Regent was graciously pleased tO' 
answer, that the House of Commons might rely on his- 
unremitting exertions to give effect to their wishes for the 
Abolition of the Slave Trade. 

The Address moved in the House of Lords, by Lord 
Grenville, was not equally successful. His Lordship, having 
moved for the production of all the papers which had 
passed on the subject of the Slave Trade during the-Nego- 
ciation, the motion was resisted, on the ground that, as the 
subject was still matter of negociation, the production of 
the papers might be attended with inconvenience. On this* 
ground only, the motion was negatived. Several members, 
however, of that House thought proper to enter a Protest 
against the rejection of the Address. This -Protest was 
signed by their Royal Highnesses the Dukes of Sussex and 
Gloucester, and sevei-al other Peers. 

^On the 1st of July, another Address v\as moved in 
the House of Lords, by the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
expressive of the deep regret felt by that House, " That 
the Address to his Royal Highness of the 5tb of May, 
advising his Royal Highness to direct his Majesty's Mt- 
nisters to procure the Abolition of the Slave Trade, 
bad not been attended with the desired effect; and to 
reiterate to bis Royal Highness the necessity of a new 
proposal to the French Government, * to accomplish the 
before>*iiieBtiened object. In case that should iieul, an appeal 
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Ifaottid be imide to the great powers bf Europe to abofisb 
thn inhuman traffic/' 

This Address was unanimously agreed to, slnd the Prioce 
Regent was pleased to return a very gracious answer. 

In order to procure an expression of the sense of the 
Nation at large on this great subject, the Board of Directors, 
ttlready mentioned to have been specially summoned to 
consider the Article in the Treaty of Peace relating to the 
French Slave Trade, determined to call a General Meeting 
of the Friends of the Abolition, by the following advertise- 
ment : —

On the 17th of June, in consequence of this advertise 
ment, a most numerous and respectable Meeting of tVf^

His Itoyal Highness the Duke of Gloucester having been 
called to the chair, after several very eloquent and impres* 
sive speeclies, the following Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted, viz. : — 

. 1. " That this Meeting has seen, with the deepest regret 
and disappointment, that in the recent Treaty of Peace with 
France, no stipulation has been made for the immediate 
abolition of the African Slave Trade — a trade avowedly 
repugnant to every moral and religious principle — but 
that, on the contrary, a provision is contained in it, the 
consequence of which must be its revival on a large scale, 
and to an indefinite extent. 

2. " That this revival is attended with circumstances of 
peculiar aggravation; great and populous Colonies, in whichr 
during the last seven years, the importation of Slaves has 
been strictly prohibited, and has even been made highly 
j^enal, having been freely ceded to France, not only without 
any stipulation for the continuance of that prohibition, but 
with the declared purpose, on the part of that country, of 
commencing a new Slave Trade for their supply : and thus 
a system of robbery and murder, wbich had for many yeacr 
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been practically extinct, is now to be renewed at tbe very 
moment when France has been manifestly and signally fa- 
voured by Dirine Providence : and the refstoration to that 
country of the blessings and enjoyments of Peace, is to be 
the signal for bringing all the evils and miseries of a con- 
tinued warfare on the unoffending inhabitants of the African 
Continent. 

3. " That the revival of the French Slave Trade, and the un- 
conditional restoration to France of her African forts and fac- 
tories, must ekcite peculiar regret, by disappointing the hopes 
which we had been led to indulge of the improvement and ci- 
vilization ^ a district of 1600 miles extent, in which those 
possessions are situated ; — a district in which the Slave Trade 
having b^n nearly suppressed, the consequent introduction 
of cultivation, and of a legitimate commerce, had begun to 
make some compensation for the miseries formerly in- 
flicted. 

4. *' That, since the abolition of the Slave Trade by Great 
Britain, the legitimate commerce of Africa had materially 
increased, and was rapidly augmenting to an extent which 
Promised important advantages to both countries ; and that 
diis intercourse, already become so beneficial and so conso- 
latory in its prospects, is exposed to immediate injury and 
to eventual destruction, by the revival of that inhuman 
traffic which has so long retained that iU-fated Coast in a 
state of barbarism and desolation. 

5. ** That this Meeting cannot but lament that the recog** 
nition in the Treaty of the radical injustice <rf the African 
Slave Trade shduld be followed by a provision for its revi* 
val ; and though that provision is accompanied by the de- 
claration of an intention to abolish the Trade in Slaves after 
five years, yet we cannot conceal from ourselves that va. 
rious and extensive interests will be ci^ated, which, at the 
end of the specified term, will present new and ahinning 
obstacles to the fulfilment of that declared intention. 

<l. ''That it appears to this Meeting, that the strong dis- 
position to favour the Slave Trade which is stated to prevail 
ia Francei at a time when there is so high a profession of 
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jrevereoce for the authority and an increased attention Uf' 
the lastitutLons of Religion^ probably arises from ignorance 
of the true nature and effects of the Slave Trade ; and that 
therefore the Friends of this Cause be requested to use their 
utmost endeavours, as well in France as iu all other coun- 
pies where tbat trade still subj^ists, to diffuse autfaeatic 
information and excite just sentiments and feelings on tfaiy . 
great subject. 

7. " That this Meeting is deeply impressed with the Ut- 
creased necessity of immediately ado|>tiog such measures ii| 
Parliament as may be best calculated to prevent the evas^ 
or infraction of the Abolition Laws of Great Britain, by daMS 
clandestine importation of Slaves from the neigbbouriog 
French Colonies into our own, or by the employmffit of 
British Cs^^ital in this nefarioujs traffic. 

a. " That this Meeting strongly feels, tlmt if thfs conduct 
of Great Britain has contributed in any degree to the peacn 
and independence of Europe, she may Jiope to plead with 
success tlie cause of Africa, especially with Sovereigns not 
more distinguished by their elevated rank than by their de- 
clared reverence for the obligations of religion. 

9. " That, iu the Negociations which are still depending 
with other States, we should endeavour to secure all that, 
^nder the existing circumstances, can be effected for miti- 
gating the wrongs and miseries of Africa. More particulairlyi 
in pursuaiice uf this principle, that no Colony yet remaioiag 
in the possession of Great Britain, wherein slavery exists, 
^honld be ceded to any other Power, without requiring an 
express stipulation for relinquishing the Slave Trade imme*t 
diately and for ever. Also,. that at the approaching C#JQh 
gress every effort should be used to induce those Powesty 
whioh will not consent to an absolute abandonment of the 
Trade, to impose on it additional limitations and restraint^, 
so long as it shall be permitted to continue. 

10. " That on these general grounds this Meeting most 
anxiously implores all those in the Government, in Parlia- 
ment, and in the Country at large* who are friends to this^ 
gr^a^ caas^ to m^^ in thoir ^cfi^Gl^ upheres, every 
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possible exertion to carry tbe views of this Meetuig into 
complete effect. 

}JL. '" That a Petition be presented to both Houses of 
Parliamenty grounded on these Resolutions, praying thein 
to adopt sucjii measures as to their wisdom shall seem meet 
for obviating t)ie various evils whi^h have been specified*.

** That it appears to your Petitioners, that this revival is attended with 
circumstances of peculiar aggravation; great and populous Colonies, in 
which, during the hist seven years, the importation of Slaves has been 
strictly prohibited, and has' even been made highly penal, having been 
fredy ceded to France, not only without eny stipulation for the continu- 
ance of that prohibition, but with tlie declared purpose, on the part of that 
coiintry, of commencing a new Slave Trade for their supply ; and thus a 
system of robbery aud murder, which had for many years been practically 
extinct, is now to be revived at the very momei«t when France has been 
manifestly and signally favoured by Divine Providence ; and the restoration 
to that country of the blessings and enjoyments of Peace is to be the signal 
for bringing all the evils and miseries of a continued warfare on the uiiof* 
fending inhabitants of the African Continent. 

** That the revival of the French Slave Trade, and the unconditional re- 
-atoration to France of her African Fort^ and Factories, have excite(]l the 
peculiar regret of your Petitioners, by disappointing the hopes they had 
been led to indulge of the improvement and civilization of that large dis- 
trict in which those possessions are situated, and in which, the Slave Trade 
baviqg been nearly suppressed, the consequent introduction of cultivation 
and a legitimate commerce had begun to make tome compfinsatioa to Africa 
^r tbe miseries furineily inflicted*

extent which promised important advantages to both countries, is exposed 
to immediate injury, and to eventual destruction, by the revival of that 
inhuman traffic which for so many ages retained that ilUfated Coast in a 
state of barbarism and* desolation. 

" That your Petitioners cannot but lament that the recognition in the 
Treaty of the radkal injustice of the African Slave Trade* should be fol- 
lowed by a provision for its revival ; and though that provision is accom^ 
panied by the declaration of an intention to abolish the Trade in Slaves 
after Five Years, yet they cannot conceal from themselves that various and 
extensive interests will be created, which at the end of the specified term 
will present new and alarming obstacles to the fulfilment of the declared 
intention.

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iion be requested to employ tb^ir effprts to carry into fall 
effect tbe objects of the above Resolutions. 

Ifi. <' That tbe best Thanks of this Meeting be given to 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, for his able conduct in the 
Chair, and for his unremitting services in this cause/' 

In pursuance of the 15th Resolution, the Board of Di- 
rectors appointed a Committee of their own Body, to carry 
into effect the views of the Meeting, so iar as they related 
to the presentation of Petitions to Parliament* To this 
Committee, many gentlemen^ not members of the Institution^ 
but zealous in the cause of the Abolition, were invited, and 
lent their assistance, and by them, in conjunction with tbe 
other Members of the Committee, the most active, unre- 
mitting, and beneficial services were rendered to the cause. 
The Committee, thus constituted, elected Thomas Clarkson, 
Esq. to be their Chairman, and continued sitting every day 
for about a month ; during which time they opened a cor- 
respondence with almost every town in the kingdom ; and 
it is worthy of observation, that although from local or other 
partial circumstances a Petition was not received from every 
place, yet in no one instance was the Slave Trade spoken 
of except in terms of the utmost detestation. 

The subjoined List of Petitions, however, signed by^ 
nearly a million of the adult male inhabitants of the United 
Kingdom, will speak more clearly and forcibly the general 
sense of the nation, respecting the detestable traffick in 
slaves, than any other statement which can be made.' And 
it must not be forgotten that many of the letters, accom- 
panying the Petitions, stated that, had more time been 
allowed, the signatures would have been nearly doubled; 
nor that in other places, where more time had been taken» 
it was an observation almost invariably made, that the Pe*> 
titions were signed by almost every adult male inhabitant. 

The signatures to the Petitions from London alone, in- 
cluding the Borough of Southwark, and the Tower Hamlefs^^ 
amounted, by actual enumeration, to 157,150; and this 
number, it must be observed, does not include the Peti* 
lions from tjie Livery nor Cominon ilall, nor any of the

It must be evident to every one that such an impulse 
could not have been given to tHie public mind without great 
expense, particularly when the heavy and necessary charges, 
iot advertising, printing, and postage^ are recollected. — Not- 
withstanding the utmost ceeonomy, the expenses incurred 
by the Committee have reduced the funds of the Institu- 
tion to about one half of what they were previously to the 
commencement of their labours. The funds, at all times* 
inadequate to the great objects of the Institution, are thus 
io considerably reduced, that unless new and liberal sup- 
port be afforded, the Institution must necessarily curtail its 
exertions, if not abandon the great cause of humanity in which 
it has embarked, and this too at a time when more extensive 
and urgent calls than ever are likely to be made for the inter- 
ference and exertions of the Board. The Directors, how^ 
ever, feeling assured that the state of the Institution, and its 
claims to public patronage, need only be made known to . 
the friends of humanity to insure continued support, have 
been induced to recommend the Committee to apply to 
such persons as were -known friends to the great cause in

^'The Committee of the African Institution, appointed to 
carry into effect the objects of the Resolutions entered 
into at the Freemasons' Hall, on the 17th of June, 1814^ 
feel it their duty to make an appeal to their numerous 
Friends at this particular moment. Whatever claims the 
African Institution may have had generally since the com- 
mencement of its labours, now more than six years, 
upon the Friends of the Abolition of the Slave Trade 
(and they are not inconsiderable), the Committee cannot 
but think it peculiarly entitled to their support in having 
stepped forward so promptly with a view of attempting to 
rescue Africa by promoting an expression of the puUie voice 
in Petitions to Parliament. And should these Petitions 
produce the desired effect, it will undoubtedly be entitled 
to the gratitude, not only of the present age, but to that of 
all civilized posterity. In performing, however, this ser- 
vice, the Institution has unavoidably incurred a very heary 
expense ; and it must necessarily be subjected to still more 
on the same account, though it was originally formed for 
the Civilization of Africa only, and not for the Abolition of 
the Slave Trade; a measure which, on the part of thi$ 
country, had been adopted before the existence of the 
Board. The Committee, therefore, hope, under these cir* 
eumstanced, that the Friends of the Abolitioii of the Slave 
'Trade will consider the money advaaeed on this oecauon ea 
only lent to them for carrying their own withes into effect; 
and that they will, by means of liberal cen^butieos (wUcb 
1^ Committee earnestly entreat), so replace tlie Fimdaof the 
Institution, as to put them into the situation in which they 
were prior to the 17tb of June, and thus enable the Instijtik 
tion to resvme the great and noble objects (or whieh it wae 
eriginaUy designed. — Tou will be .so good as to sb^w thit 
letter to other frienda of tbe eaeae^ and, if jea aad thay 
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•faottld be pleased to contribute* to remit your contribution 
Co Messrs. Down* Tbomton, and Free (Treasurers to the 
African Institution)* Bartholomew Lane, London.

This letter has been circulated ; but sufficient time has 
not yet elapsed to enable the Directors to say how hf its 
object may have been attained. They therefore take this 
o}^rtunity of again impressing on the friends of Africa and 
of the African Race* the urgent necessity of granting a libe* 
ral aid to the funds of the Institution* as a great and essen- 
tial mean of attaining the ends for which they have so long 
been struggling. 

It may be proper to add* that the Board of Directors 
having, at their Meeting* on the 1st of August last* received 
credible information that policies were about to be opened 
at Lloyd's Coffeehouse* on ships from Africa* to the West 
Indies* which were manifestly intended for the conveyance 
6f Slaves* resolved that measures should be taken to notify 
to the Underwriters the substance of the information receiv* 
ed* and likewise to warn them of the penalties to which 
they would be subjected by the law for subscribing such 
Policies* and also to offer a Reward of One Hundred 
Guineas for the discovery of any such offence* on convic- 
tion of the offenders: and* in pursuance of this Resolution* 
the following 'Notice was posted in Lloyd's Coffeehouse* and 
also advertised in the Public Papers : —

"At a Meeting of a Board of Directors of this Society* held

making insurance on such a voyage, is an offence which sub* 
jects the British subjects, or persons resident in his Mi^ 
jesty's dominions, who negociate or subscribe the Policy, or 
procure the samV to be made, to serious pains and penalties^ 
as well under the Statute 46th Geo. II1« cap. 5^, sec. 7» as 
tinder the Stat. 61st George III. cap. 23, sec. 2, the former 
Act subjecting each of the said parties to a penalty of 
bOOL for every offence, and the latter Act declaring the of- 
fence to be a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment, 
not exceeding two years; which further punishment does not 
discharge the offender from the pecuniary penalties of the 
former Act, they being expressly by the latter Act retained, 
in addition to the punishments thereby imposed. By the 
said Apt 46th Geo. III. cap 52, sec. 7, the said insurances 
are also expressly declared to be absolutely null and void. 

'' Resolved further. That though thb Board is unwilling to 
believe that any British Underwriter or Insurance proker 
would knowingly involve himself in the guilt and disgrace 
of the said offences, yet it is incumbent on the Society o 
pffer, and it does hereby offer, a Reward of One Hundred 
Guineas to any person who shall give information of any

Foreign Office, May 6, 18 IS. 
My Lords, 

In consideration of complaints received from the Govern- 
ment of Portugal, respecting certain seisures of Portuguese 
dbip» employed in carrying Slaves from the coast of Africa, 
I am commanded by his Royal Highness the Prince Re- 
g«it, to desire that your Lordships will be pleased to 
instruct his Majesty's cruisers not to molest Portuguese 
ships carrying Slaves bona fide on the account and risk of 
Poftuguese subjects, from ports of Africa belonging to thq 
crown of Portugal, to the Brazils : but by this instruction 
it is by no means intended that vessels, as hereafter de- 
scribed, should not be brought in for adjudication, viz. : — 

1. A Portuguese ship bound from a Portuguese port in 
Africa, with a cargo of Slaves to any port not subject to 
the Prince Regent of Portugal. 

2. Any Portuguese ship bound to, or having taken her 
departure with a cargo of Slaves from, any port in Aft-ica, 
not under the dominion of the crown of Portugal. 

3. Any Portuguese ship, the property on board of 
which, being a cargo of Slaves, is other than Portuguese. 

4. Any ship whatever, laden with Slaves, wherein the 
ship or the Slaves are in whole, or in part, the property of 
a British subject, or of a citizen of the United States. 

5. Any ship bearing the Portuguese flag, which shall 
have been fitted up for the conveyance of Slaves at a Bri- 
tish port, or of which the commander, or other superior 
4>fficer, shall be a British subject, or citizen of the United 
States. 

In order to prevent any misapprehension of what is to 
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be considered a Portuguese vessel, it will be necessary to 
add 9 that the 5th Article of the Treaty of Commerce with 
Portugal, of 1810, which defines what shall be considered 
as a Portuguese ship, applies only to ships claiming entry 
in Britbh ports^ under tbe favourable duties stipulated in 
that treaty, it was never intended to confine the trade of 
Portugal in all parts of the world to ships of that descrip- 
tion, much less to expose to capture by that constmction 
of the treaty^ on tbe high seas, all other ships claiming to 
be Portuguese.

Decree of the Congress of Chili, respecting the Slave Trade. 

thfm the Acts of the Supreme National Congress. 

Sitting of the tith October, 1811. 
AltbQugh slavery, being repugnant to the spirit of Chris- 
tianity, to humanity, and to good morals, and being useless, 
and even prejudicial to domestic service, for the sake of 
which apparently it is kept up, ought to disappear from a 
soil where Government is occupied with no other care than 
to suppress all unhappiness to the utmost of its power ; 
yet, to reconcile these sentiments with the prejudices and 
interest of the actual owners of property of that unfortunate 
description : The Congress hath Resolved, that from this day 
forward no Slave shall be brought to Chili ; and that all 
such as, being on their passage to countries where that hard 
law subsists, shall happen to stop for any reason, and shall 
remain in this kingdom for the space of six months, shall 
become and be he)d ipso facto free ; that those who are at 
present in servitude shall remain in that condition, wMch 
thev will be enabled to endure by habit-^by the obvious di£> 
ficulty of finding, on. a sudden, the means of subsistence, 
without becoming a burthen to the community, — by the good 
treatment which in general they receive from their masters, 
and, above all, by the consolation that their children, borti 
(xoxik fhis d^ forward, will be free, which is expressly made 
an unalterable law. — To prevent the frauds which may be 
practised tbiiongh avarice, and to preserve the benefit of

has already adopted for herself, and earnestly recommended 
tootiMT Enrq[Man Powers, with regard to the Slave Trade : 

And «s we ar^ desirous to embrace evety* opportunity 
l04^rd 'Ms <Royal Highness the Prince Regent of Great 
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Britain proofs of our amicable sentiments, and of our rea* 
diness to contribute,^ as much as possiUe, to the attainment 
of his views : 
Have decreed, and do decree. 

Art. 1. Henceforward no ships or ,vessds destined to 
convey Negroes from the coast of Africa, or from any 
islands belonging to that quarter of the globe, to the con- 
tinent, or to the islands of America, shall be cleared out 
or expedited from any of the harbours or roads within the 
territory of the United Netherlands. — ^The Financial De- 
partment being specially ordered to take such precautions 
that our intentions in this respect' be complied with, anj 
that no ship or vessel be cleared out, which, from its 
equipment, or from other circumstances, may lead to a 
supposition of its being destined to the aforesaid purpose, 
or of being any way connected with the Slave Trade. 

Art. 2. It shall be signified to the General Government 
of the coast of Guinea, that in none of the forts, offices or 
possessions, within the limits of that command, any ships 
or vessels destined or equipped for the Slave Trade shall 
be admitted ; and also, that no inhabitants of that country, 
or any other persons in the vicinity of those ports or 
offices, shall be sold or exported as slaves ; and to such 
ships or vessels, in case they navigate under foreign co- 
lours, notice shall be given of the existing prohibition, . and 
they shall forthwith be ordered to put back to sea ; whilst 
such vessels, belonging to the inhabitants of the Nether-
